REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In July, at least two distinct cases of diphtheria appeared 
in “Three Ponds” village, one in an American, the other in 
a French family. Both cases proved fatal. As soon as 
these cases were reported to the board of health, every 
precaution was used to prevent the spread of the disease. 
The houses where the disease had appeared were closed, 
the families and attendants were isolated, and watchmen 
kept on guard day and night to prevent any one, except 
properly authorized persons, from entering or leaving the 
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infected houses. The burials were conducted with the 
utmost privacy and care. Every exposed person and the 
infected houses were thoroughly disinfected, Dr. Hart 
himself mostly superintending and doing this part of the 
work. As a further safeguard the board made thorough 
inspection of houses, sink-drains and out-buildings through- 
out the village and its immediate neighborhood, and 
ordered more than thirty breeding places of disease to be 
put in a sanitary condition. The citizens, almost without 
exception, gladly co-operated with the board, as a subse- 
quent inspection proved. 

As the result of all these efforts, by the blessing of God, 
the disease was confined to the families in which it first 
appeared.
